The
housing section, about 2,500 feet south of the
site, consists of 21 small barracks-type build-
ings, 2 L-shaped buildings, and 2 other build-
ings.

Launch Area G (56-46N 40-02E) consists of
clearings for a Type IID launch site and for

This launch area has been abandoned; there

have been neither significant changes nor signs
of construction activity since it was first seen.
As _ only clearings for pads, build-
ings, and roads are present; no buildings are
visible. The complex main road terminates at
Launch Area E and only a trail continues on
to Launch Area G. No improvement in this
trail has been noticed since launch Area C

was first seen.
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
